Every one muft obfervé with pleafure how 
much has been lately done in this town, to- 
wards the promotion of its military tharac< 
ter.

They (liquid be animat­ 
ed by higher views. 
To them, as to an ef- 
fential part of the force of the conntry, muft 
we looki for the protection ol our property, 
and the maintenance of our libertiei. 


The people of this country from their prin­ 
ciples, their habits, their pf^jlldice^, «re a* 
verfe to a large ftanding arn.y ; but for the 
purpofes of defence, fon% fultititute muft be 
provided. Under prefent circumilances, vo­ 
lunteer companies appear to be the beft fub- 
ftitete.

much leis the French armies to tremble, when 
attacked by th e par de charge of— pens* 
Military companies ought to be regarded 
in their true points o f utility. 
Young men 
who engage in them ought to be conlcious 
that tjiey are performing an important duty 
to their country ; and that they are laying 
the baiis of their country'* military Rrength. 
Once become good foldieri, they are capable 
o f becoming officers, 
l f for the purpofe of 
refining infurreAions, or repelling invafmns, 
the militia Riould be drawn out ; from the 
affociated companies men might he taken 
who, duly 
initju6\rd and diiciplined, and 
habituated to obey, would be worthy to eom- 
mand.

I f inluperable impediments pre­ 
vent this ; there are Rill other methods o f 
furwardi ng this important object.
